MAYOR'S MESSAGE 


Mayor's Message 


TO THE COMMON COUNCIL OF THE CITY OF GARY, INDIANA: 


Gentlemen: 


I herewith present the annual report of the various departments 
of the municipal government of the City of Gary for the year ending 
December 31, 1910, together with such other matters relating to the 
history development and civic affairs of the city as may be of interest 
and value to your body, as well as to the citizens of Gary and the pub- 
lic at large: 


The official reports of the various heads of departments speak for 
themselves and need no further comment than that of calling attention 
to the fact that while Gary is less than five years old it has already 
taken rank with the most progressive municipalities of the country. 


Having had the honor and responsibility of holding the office of 
President of the Board of Trustees of the Town of Gary and that of 
Mayor since the foundation of Gary, I may be pardoned for briefly 
dwelling upon the growth and civic development of the city in the last 
five years. In that time Gary has grown from a camp of tents and 
shacks, containing iess than two hundred persons, into a city of more 
than twenty thousand population, possessing every possible incentive 
to make modern cities comfortable for those who live in them. 


In another portion of this official report will be found such brief 
facts and figures relating to the founding and building of Gary as can- 
not fail to appeal to the pride of every citizen and every municipal 
official who has had part or parcel in the birth and growth of one of 
the most wonderful centers of our latter day industrial development. 
Let me say briefly that where five years ago lay a wilderness of sand 
dunes and swamps there exists today a city of mighty mills, of hun- 
dreds of miles of improved and lighted streets, of great schools, of 
many churches and containing a community of law-abiding, intelligent 
and progressive people, second to none other in the United States. 


The first settlers in Gary literally hewed their way to the site now 
occupied by approximately twenty-five thousand people. Today the 
City of Gary boasts of thirty-six miles of paved streets, nineteen miles 
of macadamized streets, forty-one miles of cement sidewalks, twenty- 
five miles of sewers, twenty-five miles of street car and interurban 
lines, nine steam railway passenger stations, magnificent public 
school houses, dozens of handsome church edifices, commodious pub- 
lie buildings, many miles of business blocks, one of the best equipped 
and organized fire departments in the country and a police department 
which is regarded as a model by the leading police officials of the Uni- 
ted States. 


When Gary entered upon its municipal existence in 1906 it did 
not have a dollar in its treasury and was forced to live from hand to 
mouth. The banks carried its warrants at a five per cent interest rate 
and the taxable valuation of the city was not sufficient to maintain 


the most humble village in Indiana. The taxable wealth now exceeds 
by several millions that of any other city in Northern Indiana and the 
coming year it will approximate twenty million dollars. 


As will be seen from the fiscal report of the city there was ou 
hand at the beginning of the year 1910 the sum of $1,199.08. The total 
municipal revenues for the year were $240,772 and the disbursements 
for all municipal purposes $241,535, leaving a surplus of about $535. 
In the meantime we have accumulated a park fund of approximately 
$15,000 and a sinking fund of nearly $12,000. Our bonded indebtedness 
for all purposes is far below the legal limit and I am proud to say that 
no city in the middle west stands better financially than the five-year- 
old city of Gary. Our bonds today are sought at practically a four 
per cent interest rate and the city will have no difficulty in the future 
in placing its securities for whatever purposes the needs of the people 
may demand. 


In this connection I have the pleasure to report that public im- 
provements involving the expenditure of approximately one million 
dollars are planned for the year 1911. These improvements embrace 
the extension of the present sewer system and the construction of a 
large sewer system for the Sixth ward, better known as the Tolleston 
territory, the paving of several miles of streets and the construction 
of at least two additional fire and police stations in outlying and rap- 
idly growing sections of the city. Also plans have been made for con- 
struction during the coming year of the Froebel School building at 
Fifteenth avenue and Madison street at an estimated cost of $225,000, 
making it the latest rival of the famous Emerson school building and 
one of the best and most modernly equipped educational plants in the 
country. When this building is completed, which will be within a 
year, Gary can boast of two of the most up-to-date school structures 
in the United States and a school system second to none in the world, 
and that, too, within a period of a little more than five years. 


The rapid growth of Gary has necessarily given birth to the vital 
problem of transportation. A number of interurban and local projects 
have occupied the attention of the municipal government during the 
past year and promise to demand more than usual consideration at 
the hands of the board of public works and the city council in the near 
future. It is my candid belief that too much caution cannot be exer- 
cised in the granting of such franchises and they should not be given 
until the rights of the city and the people have been carefully con- 
served. It must be remembered that while public utilities are neces- 
sary to the development of the modern municipality and that as a rule 
a monopoly in such concessions is better for the public than a diver- 
sity of conflicting interests, there is no reason why the people should 
give away valuable rights in the streets—rights which in time may 
become worth many millions of dollars, as in Chicago and other cities 
of the country. In this respect Gary should profit by the experience 
of these cities and avoid their ruinous blunders. 


3 I congratulate the city council upon its policy of setting in mo- 
tion the machinery for creating and maintaining public parks and 
playgrounds for the people of Gary. In my belief no better investment 


can be made and the effort to acquire lands for that purpose cannot 
be made too strenuous. As president of the Town Board and as Mayor 


of the city of Gary I have favored every effort to acquire and improve 
lands upon the lake front for a great public park and I shall continue 
to support all such movements as are based upon a legitimate pur- 
pose. Gary cannot have too many breathing places for the people 
who will come here in legions and now is the time to begin work, in 
which the park board and the city council will have the earnest sup- 
port of the city administration, and I believe that of the taxpayers gen- 
erally. 


The Board of Education is working along the same lines in the 
creation of playgrounds in connection with the school houses and it 
is my hope that their efforts and those of the school board will result 
in Gary becoming the model for all cities in respect to providing parks 
and playgrounds for those who toil in the great workshops of the land. 

Gary has every reason to feel proud of its police and fire protec- 
tion and I am sure that the common council shares in that pride. In 
this belief I think it hardly necessary to urge that the rapidly grow- 
ing needs of the city demand constant accessions to the equipment of 
both branches of the safety department of the city with everything 
necessary to make them fully able to meet every demand made upon 
their skill and resources. It will become necessary to build new fire 
and police stations in the outlying sections of the city within a very 
short time and I hope that the council will realize the truth of the 
maxim that a stitch in time saves nine. Careful consideration of these 
facts will, I am sure, convince the members of the council and the 
taxpayers of Gary that too much attention cannot be given these de- 
partments of the city government. 


Gary is growing so rapidly that too much consideration cannot be 
paid to the bureau of public safety. It is the desire of the present ad- 
ministration to make Gary a city marked for its observance of law and 
order as well as for its progressiveness in everything that tends to 
make life and property safe. I deem it needless to further dwell upon 
these matters, since I am assured that the common council and the 
people of Gary are in accord upon all vital questions affecting the 
civic and social welfare of the community. 


The official reports of the various municipal branches of the city 
government indicate a marvelous physical and civic growth and a cor- 
responding decrease of crime in Gary during the past year. In this 
respect we can safely challenge comparison with any city in the coun- 
try. Gary has passed the stage of experiment. It has now reached 
the period of steady growth and it is the duty of those charged with 
the administration of municipal affairs to see that this growth is not 
impeded by any untoward acts of its citizens, especially its public ser- 
vants. Many problems will have to be met and solved during the com- 
ing year. Let us meet them as good and loyal citizens and we shall 
not fail to solve them fairly and squarely.

GEOGRAPHICAL AND TOPOGRAPHICAL 


Gary, Ind., occupies a site embracing thirty-one square miles of 
territory at the extreme southern end of Lake Michigan and is dis- 
tant twenty-five miles from the business center of Chicago. The new 
steel city extends for a distance of seven miles along the lake shore 
and at the widest point extends inland from the lake front for a 
distance of about seven and one half miles. The entire lake front of 
seven miles and extending back to the Grant Calumet river, embracing 
a territory of approximately eight square miles, is owned and oc- 
eupied by the United States Steel Corporation, which has already 
covered a considerable part of this tract with its steel mills, ratl- 
road yards and subsidiary plants and will in a short period of time 
have every acre of this vast territory covered with furnaces, mills 
and other industrial institutions, making it one of the greatest stzel 
plants in the whole world. 

South of the steel company’s industrial reservation and between 
the Grand and Little Calumet rivers is situated the present City of 
Gary, although the population is now overflowing to the south side 
of the Little Calumet river where scores of houses are being erected 
and to which territory a street railway will be extended within a 
few months. 

The city is traversed from east to west by two rivers, Grand 
and Little Calumet, both of which can be made navigable by dredging. 
The Grand Calumet river has about twelve miles of frontage within 
the city limits and is capable of improvement and conversion into one 
of the most commodious river harbors on the great lakes, outrivalling 
even Chicago in respect to harbor facilities. At present there is only 
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one harbor at Gary and that is used exclusively by the steel cor= 
poration fleet in the shipment of ores to its mills at this point, but 
the harbor can be enlarged and extended to the Grand Calumet river 
where public docks can be constructed for a reasonable outlay of 
money. 


“When Gary was founded, four and a half years ago, the site of 
the future steel metropolis consisted of a succession of marshes and 
sand dunes, the latter of which had been thrown up by the winds 
and waves when the entire site of the city was covered by Lake 
Michigan as far south as the bluffs beyond the Little Calumet river. 
The soil of the higher portions of the city is entirely composed of 
fine sand, covered by a growth of scrub oak and pines while the 
sloughs and bottoms are covered by a rank growth of vegetation. Ths 
valley of the Little Calumet river in the southern part of the city 
can easily be drained and consists of several thousands acres of 
extremely black and fertile soil. 


The elevation of Gary above the lake level varies from thirteen 
feet on the lower portions to seventy feet on some of the higher 
sand dunes, all of which is drained perfectly by the city’s splendid 
sewer system. “The Grand Calumet river runs from east to west 
entirely through the city, a distance of seven miles, and forms the 
boundary between the residential portion of the city and the various 
Plants of the steel corporation which occupies the entire territory be- 
tween the river and the lake, the steel district embracing a strip 
of land seven miles in length and from one to two miles in width. 
The Little Calumet river flows parallel with the Grand Calumet river 
and about three miles south of the latter stream. Between the two 
rivers and also south of the Little ‘Calumet lies the City of Gary 
Proper, which in June, 1906 contained but 334 people, but which 
now boasts of over 23,000 population. The Little Calumet has a 
sluggish current, its elevation above the lake level being about eleven 
feet at low water and about twenty feet at high water. The river 
is spanned on South Broadway by a handsome and lasting concrete 
bridge which connects the city by way of Broadway with all the 


country to the south, including Crown Point, Hobart and other neigh- 
boring cities, and villages. 


An effort is being made to dig a channel from the river to the 
lake at a point eight miles east of Gary, to be known as the “Burns 
Ditch,” which will not only prevent the overflow of the Calumet val- 
ley during floods but will also reclaim several thousand acres of 
valuable land now regarded as worthless for cultivation or building 
purposes. Over 2,000 acres of this overflowed land lies within the 
corporate limits of the city and it has been proposed to convert the 
reclaimed area into a large city park for the benefit of the people 
of Gary.

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the north end of the city is Fifth avenue which when extended aud 
fully opened to traffic will extend entirely across the city from east 
to west and connect with Miller on the east and Indiana Harbor and 
East Chicago on the west. Another noted street or rather highway, is 
Ridge Road, which passes through the southern portion of the city 
from east to west and is the great automobile highway between Chi- 
cago and eastern and southeastern cities and towns. It has a national 
reputation as an interesting motoring route. 


Two small parks have been given to the public by the Gary Land 
Company and one of them—Jefferson Park—has been improved aud 
beautified by the company, which is subsidiary to the steel corpora- 
tion, while the other one in the eastern part of the city is to be 
improved in the near future. The municipal authorities are making 
efforts to secure an available site on the lake front just east of the 
city limits for a public park, the entire lake front within the city 
limits being occupied by the various plants of the steel corporation, 
but up to the present time these efforts have met with so much op- 
positions on the part of certain corporate interests that but little 
progress has been made. In the event the “Burns Ditch” project goes 
through an effort will be made to secure over two thousand acres 
of now overflowed land in the valley of the Little Calumet and con- 
vert the same into a great public park. 


The Gary Land Company represents the United States Steel Cor- 
poration in the making of the City of Steel. Upon the Land Company 
was thrown the burden of making the town, while the steel cor- 
poration itself constructed the mills and furnaces. Up to the present 
time the Gary Land Company has erected over twelve hundred 
houses at a total cost of several million dollars and is planning to 
build several hundred more during the present year. Most of the 
houses erected by the company are located in the original first sub- 
division between Fifth and Eighth avenues and Vermont and Tyler 
streets. 

Upon the tract devoted to steel and allied industries there have 
already been located the furnaces and mills of the Indiana Steel 
Company, employing, when in full operation 14,000 men, the American 
Bridge Works, employing, when in full operation, 4,000 men, the 
American Tin Plate Works, employing when in full operation, 8,000 
men, the Coke Oven plant, employing 3,000 men and the great Digin, 
Jollet & Eastern Railway yards, owned by the steel corporation, em- 
ploying 1,000 men. About 130 acres of land lying immediately east 
of the first subdivision have been sold to the American Locomotive 
Company for use as a manufacturing site. It is the intention of the 
Locomotive Company to erect on this site within the next year or 
two a plant for the manufacture of locomotives which will have a 
capacity of fifty finished locomotives per month and will employ about 
3,500 men. Other sites reserved are for those of the National Tube 
Company, the American Steel and Wire Company and the American 
Car and Foundry Company, each of which will construct plants at 
Gary in the near future, employing several thousand men in each of 
the plants. 

Nearly in the center of the seven mile strip of land embraced 
in the stee] mill district is the steel plant proper. At the eastern 
edge of the steel plant is the harbor or slip, 250 feet wide, extending 
over half a mile in from the shore, affording berths for half a 
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dozen 12,000 ton ore freighters and equipped with a 750-foot turning 
basin at its inner terminus. Just outside the harbor mouth an im- 
mense breakwater has been constructed and a lighthouse will be 
erected upon it during the present year. Just west of the mills are 
the shops and repair yards of the Elgin, Joilet & Eastern Railway. 
Bast of the mills and across the slip is located the mammoth Coke 
Oven Plant of the steel corporation, just completed, and also the site 
for the National Tube Works which are to be erected in a short 
time and which will give employment to several thousand men. 

In erecting the mills of the Indiana Steel Company the builders 
changed the topography of the Calumet region almost beyond recog- 
nition. They took the Grand Calumet river and bodily moved it half 
a mile south of its ancient bed and gave it a new channel. Then 
they took the Lake Shore and Baltimore & Ohio Railroad tracks and 
played the same trick with them. In other words a river and more 
than twenty miles of railroad track were shifted around to make a 
suitable site for what is destined to be the greatest steel making 
plant in the world. The lake front itself was filled in and a harbor 
excavated from the lake to the river where formerly the wild deer 
stalked. The site of the steel furnace where nine thousand men 
are now employed was formerly occupied by a fishing and hunting 
club, composed of Chicago men who hunted through the swamps and 
sand dunes along what is now Broadway and fished in the Grand 
Calumet river near the site now occupied by the steel hospital and 
administration building. In those days there was good fishing where 
the Gary Hotel now stands, and that was only five years ago. 


HISTORICAL AND DESCRIPTIVE 


The first local census of Gary, taken June 9, 1906, when it was 
proposed to effect a village corporation, was 334. In April, 1910, when 
the federal census was taken, the population was 16,802. Many thou- 
sands of people settled in Gary during the year subsequent to the 
taking of the census and the most conservative estimate places the 
population in the beginning of 1911 at 23,000, while the citizenship 
would have been much larger had it been possible to construct enough 
houses for their shelter. 

The town of Gary—now a city of the Fourth Class—was in- 
corporated July 17, 1906, following an election held on July 14 at 
which 38 votes were cast, 37 of them being in favor of incorporation. 
The first corporate election was held July 28, 1906. Millard A Cald- 
well, Thomas BE. Knotts and John E. Sears were chosen as town 
trustees from the first, Second and Third wards respectively without 
opposition. C. Oliver Holmes was elected Towr-Clerk and Louis A 
Bryan Town Treasurer. The newly chosen town board met and 
effected an organization on July 30. Thomas E. Knotts was elected 
president of the board; Louden L Bomberger was appointed town at- 
torney; A. P. Melton town engineer, and Frank C. Chambers was 
named as town marshal and acting street commissioner. The first 


members of the school board were T. 
Siegen, H. Cutler, C. O. Holmes and 


————————— 
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Later Town Marshal Chambers was retired and Joseph D Martin 
was named in his stead, a position which Chief Martin has con- 
tinued to hold since that time, a period of more than four years. 
Other appointments were those of William H Kliver as building com- 
missioner, Joseph J. Feely as fire marshal and Walter Hunter as 
inspector of plumbing. 


CITY OF VAST EXTENT. 


When the town of Gary was first incorporated in the summer 
of 1906 it contained less than fifteen square miles of territory, but 
during the first summer of its corporate existence all that territory 
lying west of Gary and north of Tolleston, including Buffington and 
Clarke, was annexed to and became a part of the new town. This 
gave Gary a territory of approximately 25 square miles, extending 
east and west along the lake shore a distance of seven miles and 
having a maximum width from north to south of about four miles, 
Since that time Tolleston has been annexed to the city of Gary, which 
has also taken in a considerable tract of land on the south side of 
the Little Calumet river. Thus at the present time the city limits 
extend southward from the lake a distance of about 7 1-2 miles with 
a distance of seven miles between the eastern and western limits. 
While this vast territory was traversed by several gravel roads and 
intersected by over half a dozen steam roads, most of it consisted of 
swamps and sand dunes, running parallel with the lake and ex- 
tending to the Little Calumet river, a distance of four miles. In 
the midst of this forbidding wilderness of sand and swamp the foun- 
ders of the future steel metropolis of the middle west pitched their 
tents and began the building of a city which in four and a half 
years has grown from 334 to 23,000 in population, with hundreds of 
miles of paved streets, macadamized boulevards, cement sidewalks, 
sewers and everything that goes to make a twentieth century city. 


FOUNDED BY STEEL CORPORATION. 


Gary is the child of the United States Steel Corporation. After 
having secured possession of several thousand acres of land alorg 
the shore of Lake Michigan at the extreme southern end of that body 
of water, the steel corporation in 1906 began here the construction 
of what is intended to be the largest steel producing plant in the 
world. The corporation has already expended about $60,000,000 iu 
construction work and the plans embrace the expenditure of $40,000,- 
000 additional before the entire work of extension and development 
is completed. 

The main steel plant of the corporation occupies a tract of land 
two miles in length and one mile in width, lying along the shore 
of the lake immediately north of Gary proper. During 1910 con- 
struction was begun and rushed upon the plants of the American 
Bridge Company, the American Sheet and Tin Plate Company and the 
great Coke Oven Plant. These, when completed and placed in op- 
eration, which will be done in a few months, will give employment 
to seyeral thousand men in addition to the nine thousand that are 
already employed in the steel plant and upon construction work. Steel 
officials estimate that by the end of 1911 the steel mills proper and 
subsidiary plants of the same in Gary will give employment to elgh- 
teen thousand men. 
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MORE PLANTS COMING. 


It is expected that the American Locomotive Company will begin 
the construction of a large plant during the present year upon the 
site reserved for it near the eastern city limits. Other plants to be 
erected in the near future by subsidiary corporations to the steel in- 
stitution are those of the American Steel Wire Company, in the 
western part of the City of Gary, those of the National Tube Works, 
a site for which is reserved just east of the Gary harbor en.rance, 
and the American Car and Foundry Works, for which a site has been 
reserved in the western part of the city. The Universal Cement 
Works, another steel subsidiary institution, is doubling the capacity 
of its million dollar plant in the western part of the city and in ad- 
dition to this the steel corporation has reserved sites for more than 
forty independent factories in Gary, which will be started as soon 
as the steel plant proper is in readiness to supply them with the 
material which will be used in their various industrial plants in the 
manufacture of steel goods and other metal commodities. The lar- 
gest of these, the Gary Bolt and Screw Works, has secured a com- 
dious site in the eastern part of the city and will construct a plant 
during the present year, which will give employment to several 
hundred men. It is estimated that within five years the various mills, 
furnaces and factories in Gary will give employment to an army 
of at least 60,000 workingmen. 


GARY A CITY OF HOMES. 


Realizing that if Gary is to become the real steel city it must 
also become a city of homes, the United States Steel Corporation, 
at the inception of its activity in this section, formed a subsidiary 
corporation called the Gary Land Company, to serve the present 
and future needs of the parent corporation. This subsidiary com- 
pany laid off and improved what is known as the First Subdivision 
of Gary, embracing a tract of land approximately a mile in widtb 
from north to south and a mile and a half in length from east to 
west. This tract of land the Gary Land Company improved with 
paved streets, sewers, sidewalks, water and gas mains and then 
built several hundred dwelling houses for steel employes, in addition 
to a number of business blocks on Broadway and Fifth avenue. Most 
of the dwelling houses have been sold to mill employes on easy 
terms of payment, an arrangement which is peculiarly advantageous 
to all parties and which is benig repeated by the American Bridge 
Company and American Sheet and Tin Plate Company, both of which 
corporations are having constructed several hundred houses and 
flat buildings in the western part of the city for their employes. Two 
hundred of these houses are being constructed of concrete and will be 
ready for occupancy within a few months, or by the time the mills 
are ready for operation. Altogether, the steel corporation, through 
its various subsidiary companies, has constructed or has under con- 
struction about 1,200 houses in Gary, the total cost of which will 
approximate $4,000,000, exclusive of the cost of street paving, laying 
sewers and tree planting, which reaches an immense sum, and yet 
which is but a small part of the total improvement and building ex- 
sage during the last four years.

Gary a sum approximating $60,000,000. Of this sum, nearly $10,000,000 
was expended during 1910, in the building of new plants and the ex- 
tension of those already partly completed. It is difficult to obtain 
figures relating to improvement and building expenditures aside from 
those of the steel corporation but they are placed by conservative 
estimate at approximately $20,000,000, making a total for Gary ap- 
proximating $80,000,000, all of which has been expended in a little 
more than four years. It is doubtful if ever there was a city in the 
world with a similar history. 


MILLIONS SPENT IN BUILDING. 


In this connection it may be remarked that more than $10,000,000 
were spent in building operations in Gary during 1910. This in- 
cludes a large amount spent by the steel corporation, but it is es- 
timated that the amount spent in the erection of houses, business 
blocks, churches and other buildings approximated $4,000,000. This in- 
cludes the Young Men’s Christian Association Building, costing $200,- 
000 and a number of business blocks costing from $20,000 to $50,000 
each, but does not include buildings which have been planned for the 
present year, the total cost of which will run far into the millions. 

One of the first problems that engaged the attention of the first 
town board in 1906 was that of securing better communication with 
the outside world. The most pressing need was a road westward 
and this was secured by opening and grading Eleventh avenue from 
Broadway to Main street in Tolleston. This avenue was macadamized 
and made passable for teams at a cost of $3,200. Then Broadway 
was roughly opened up, through a succession of sand hills and sloughs, 
at an expense of $875, and Washington street was graded from the 
Michigan Central tracks to Nineteenth avenue to afford a traffic route 
for teams while Broadway was being paved. 


STREET EXTENSIONS. 


The town board early realized the necessity of a wider and longer 
Broadway. At first this now famous thoroughfare extended with a 
width of 100 feet from the mill gates to the Wabash tracks. The 
first step toward a greater Broadway was the condemnation of a 
strip fifty feet wide between the Wabash tracks and the Pennsylvania 
railroad, and this was followed by the widening of the street from 
the Pennsylvania tracks to the Little Calumet river. Later, Broadway 
was widened to the full width of 100 feet to the southern city limits 
and the board of county commissioners last year was induced to 
extend the great Broadway southward to Merrillville and it is planned 
ultimately to extend it as far south as Crown Point. Broadway is now 
paved for a distance of four miles and has no equal of its kind in 
the country. 

During the last year work was begun upon the extension of Fifth 
avenue both east and west from the present termini of that thorough- 
fare. The street was graded westward from Tyler street to the plant 
of the American Bridge Company, a distance of two miles from 
Broadway. The tracks of the Gary & Interurban railway will be laid 
in the street to the Bridge Works early in the present year and ulti- 
mately extended to Indiana Harbor. Eastward, Fifth avenue is being 
improved to a junction with the Miller-Aetna gravel road, making an 
outlet to all the splendid highways leading eastward into Porter 
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county. These improvements are bound to make Fifth avenue one 
of the most important business thoroughfares in Gary, connecting 
as it does, with Indiana Harbor on the west and with all the cities 
and towns to the eastward. With the completion of these two im- 
provements, and that of First street, Gary will be connected at every 
point of the compass with splendid boulevards and highways. Up to 
within the last three months Gary was almost completely cut off 
from communication with the agricultural districts lying to the south 
and east of this city. During the present year it will be an easy 
matter for farmers and truck gardeners to bring their products here 
and make this their trading point—something which heretofore they 
have been unable to do. 


GARY’S FINANCIAL CONDITION. 


In 1906 Gary's assessed valuation was $2,778,645. In 1907 it had 
increased to $5,000,000, while the assessed valuation in 1908 reached 
a total of $7,129,330. In 1909 the valuation of property in Calumet 
Township, which embraces the city of Gary was a little over $9,000,- 
000, and this had grown to $11,827,465 in 1910. Under the state law 
all real estate will be revalued by the assessor in the assessment of 
1911 and it is estimated that this will bring the taxable valuation of 
Gary up to $20,000,000, in which event the bonding capacity of the 
municipality will be largely increased. The demands heretofore made 
upon the general fund of the city has been heavy in proportion to 
its age and resources. Gary, it should be borne in mind began its 
existence only four and a half years ago in an isolated wilderness 
and it became necessary to build Toads, open streets, provide schools 
and school houses, organize and equip police and fire departments 
and do all other things necessary in a rapidly growing community. 
The old town of Gary began doing business without a dollar of its 
own, although having an assessed valuation of nearly three million 
dollars. Arrangements were made with the First National Bank of 
Hammond whereby all warrants of the town were cashed without the 
necessity of a bond issue. Then as fast as the taxes came in the 
town treasurer was directed to take up the outstanding warrants with 
accrued interest. For this accommodation the town was charged 
but 6 per cent interest and it may be said that the arrangement 
Was unique in simplicity and economy. The result is that Gary 
bonds, both municipal and improvement, have been marked by a 


stability that would be a credit to the oldest and largest cities in 
the land. 
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excellent equipment and high standing of its school system, which 
has been under the superintendency of William A Wirt since the 
founding of Gary, four and a half years ago. 


In addition to the Emerson school, which is capable of accom- 
modating 1,800 pupils, there is the Jefferson school, the Beveridge 
school, the Glen Park school and a number of portable school build- 
ings on the south side, which latter will be done away with as soon 
as the new south side school building, to cost $250,000, is completed, 
which will be within a year. 


PUBLIC UTILITY FRANCHISES. 


One of the most important problems confronting the board of 
town trustees four years ago was the disposition of public utility 
franchises. This problem was solved in a manner which has been 
regarded as highly satisfactory, both to the municipality and the citi- 
zens. In laying off the town care was taken to confine all pipes, 
poles and wires to the alleys. The franchise for supplying the fu- 
ture city with gas, electric lights and water was given to the Gary 
Heat, Light and Water Company, a company subsidiary to the United 
States Steel Corporation. This company spent nearly three quarters 
of a million dollars in constructing a water tunnel which supplies 
the city with pure Lake Michigan water, and it has also constructed 
gas works and erected a lighting plant. The rates for water gas and 
electric lighting compare favorably with rates charged elsewhere 
and there is reason to believe that from time to time they may be 
reduced. 


Gary's street railway franchise was given to the Gary & Inter- 
urban Railway Company which now has in operation more than 20 
miles of track on Broadway, Fifth avenue, Eleventh avenue and 
Bormann boulevard, and is planning several extensions to its ex- 
isting system during the present year. One of these extensions will 
carry passengers from Broadway west on Fifth avenue to Ambridge 
avenue and the big plant of the American Bridge Company. The 
franchise under which the Gary & Interurban operates its system 
is regarded as peculiarly favorable to the city and the public. By 
its terms the company is to pave 26 feet of the streets in which it 
has a franchise to lay double tracks, and all of the streets over which 
the company maintains loops. The company sells six tickets for a 
quarter and has done so since the cars were started, but at the ex- 
piration of five years from the date of the franchise which was granted 
in 1907, tickets must be sold at the rate of eight for twenty-five cents, 
The city receives a percentage of the gross receipts of the company, 
the percentage increasing as the city grows until twenty-five per 
cent is paid the city annually. Interurban roads coming from a 
greater distance than five miles shall be furnished with power and 
use of the company’s tracks at a rate of two cents per passenger. It 
is the intention of the company, which now runs cars to Hammond 
on Eleventh avenue, to extend its Fifth avenue line eastward to Miller, 
Porter and Chesterton, and westward to Indiana Harbor and Whit- 
ing, where it will connect with the Chicago system of street rail- 
ways 


CONDENSED HISTORY 


MANY INTERURBAN LINES. 


During the last year several interurban lines have obtained char- 
ters and franchises for the purpose of connecting Gary with sur- 
rounding cities and towns. At the present time the South Shore in- 
terurban line passing through Gary from Pullman, Ill. to South 
Bend, Ind. and the Gary and Interurban system which has a line 
running between Gary and Hammond are the only ones in operation 
and both are doing a splendid business. 

The Gary & Southern Traction Company has practically com- 
pleted the grading of its line between Crown Point and the southern 
limits of this city and expects to have its cars in operation during 
the present year. This line will connect with the Gary & Inter- 
urban on South Broadway and its cars will reach the business sec- 
tion of the city over the tracks of the latter road by virtue of a pro- 
vision to that effect in the Gary & Interurban’s franchise. It is the 
intention ultimately to extend the Gary & Southern southward from 
Crown Point to Cedar Lake, giving this city connection at the latter 
point with the Monon railroad. 

The Chicago-New York Electric Airline Company is also con- 
structing a line between Laporte, Ind., and Gary and expects to have 
it in operation early in the present year. This line will connect 
in Gary with the Gary & Interurban, which is a part of the Airline 
system, and which already has a line in operation between this city 
and Hammond. The completion of the Laporte-Gary Airline will also 
give this city direct interurban connection with Chesterton and Val- 
paraiso, 

Another interurban line projected during the past year is that 
of the Geist syndicate, which proposes to construct a line between 
Chesterton and this city. The men behind the project are said to 
have ample funds at their command and the probabilities are that 
by the end of the present year Gary will be connected with all parts 
of the surrounding country by rapid interurban trains. Still another 
projected line of trolley cars will connect Gary with Hobart and Val- 
paraiso, entering this city on South Broadway over the tracks of the 
Gary & Interurban Railway. 


GARY A RAILROAD CENTER. 


Gary is traversed by six trunk linees of steam railroad connect- 
ing Chicago with eastern cities and having a total of more than forty 
miles of single and double track within the corporate limits of 
this city. These roads are the Lake Shore & Michigan Southern, 
the Baltimore & Ohio, the Wabash, the Pennsylvania, The Michigan 
Central and the Nickle Plate, They supply about thirty trains daily 
to and from Chicago. The Elgin, Joilet & Eastern Railroad, the 
Chicago, Lake Shore & Eastern, the Gary & Western Railroad, and the 
Indiana Harbor Railroads are belt and industrial roads that have a 


large mileage in this city and handle an immense amount of freight 
for the local industries. 


A CITY OF CHURCHES. 


Gary is preeminently a city of churches. 
fear of successful contradiction that no 
can boast of a larger number of 
lation, The first house erected 
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second was a jail. The third was a house of worship, but even before 
that, the pioneers in Gary held religious services in a tent. At this 
time there are more than a dozen different religious denominations 
established in the Steel City and their growth has been phenomenal, 
individually and collectively. Several handsome and costly church 
edifices have been erected within the past year and a number are now 
under construction. The Gary church roster includes the following 
denominations: English Baptist, Roumanian Baptist, English Catholic, 
Polish Catholic, Presbyterian, Christian, Congregational, Christian 
Science, United Presbyterian, Episcopal, German Evangelical, Jewish, 
English Methodist, German Methodist, Lutheran. Several of these 
churches have established missions and settlements in the congested 
districts and on the outskirts of the city and each of them is fully 
equipped for work among the people who have flocked to Gary from 
every corner of the world to seek work and find homes for themselves 
and their families. In addition to these, the Holy Angels Catholic 
Church has a finely equipped parochial school which was opened to the 
Catholic youth of Gary, Sept 27, 1909, with the Sisters of Notre Dame 
in charge. More than 200 boys and girls are in attendance at this 
school. 


MANY HANDSOME BUILDINGS. 


In respect to public and semi-public buildings, Gary has been 
particularly fortunate within the last year. During the year the steel 
corporation completed and placed in commission its $200,000 hospital 
building at the foot of Broadway on the banks of the Grand Calumet 
river. The building which is five stories in height is declared to be 
one of the most up-to-date institutions of its kind in the country. It 
is devoted to the healing of sick and injured employes of the steel 
corporation and both scientific and medical ingenuity have been ex- 
erted to the utmost to make it one of the most modern hospitals in 
the world. 

The Young Men‘s Christian Association Building, the corner stone 
of which was laid on Cept. 11, 1910, is the gift of Judge Elbert H. 
Gary, chairman of the United States Steel Corporation who gave 
$200,000 toward its erection. The building, which stands on Fifth 
avenue between Adams and Jefferson streets, is nearing completion 
and will be ready for occupancy some time during the summer of 
1911. The building is a cut stone structure of magnificent proportions 
and is the third largest association building in the state of Indiana. 
It covers an area slightly less than ten lots wide and one hundred 
feet deep. In the dormitories there will be rooms for at least one 
hundred and fifty young men who will be given accommodations at 
reasonable rates. Naturally the Gary Association building will tend 
to become an educational and social center, but there will also be 
chemical and electrical laboratories and it will be possible for a high 
school or college student taking up his residence in this city to 
continue his studies in electrical or engineering work at night, while 
employed in the local mills in the day time. When the full equip- 
ment of the building has been installed it is more than likely that 
the cost of the building and furnishings will approximate $300,000. 
The present officers of the loca] association are: President, William 
A. Wirt; Vice President, L. W. McNamee; Secretary, Dr. C. A. DeLoug; 
Treasurer, T. H. Cutler, 
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NEW PUBLIC LIBRARY. 


Next in importance to the Y. M. C. A. Building, which is the arc 
of Judge Gary, is the gift by Andrew Carnegie of $65,000 for es 
erection of a public library building on the opposite side of Fift 
avenue from the Y. M. C. A. Building and occupies the same area. 
The gift was made during the last summer by Mr. Carnegie, coupled 
with the provision that the library should be maintained by the city. 
This condition was agreed to and the plans have been drawn by Mr. 
Carnegie’s architect and accepted by the library board. Construction 
work will beginn upon the library building early in the present 
year and it is hoped to have it ready for occupancy before the end 
of the year. 


Congress last year appropriated $125,000 for the erection of a 
post office building in Gary and it is expected that the work of 
construction will begin during the present year. The Gary Land 
Company, which is subsidiary to the steel corporation, has offered 
a site for the building on Fifth avenue, although a strong effort 
has been made to have the post office located farther south nearer 
the center of population. 

During the year just closed, the Gary Commercial Club started 
construction on its handsome building on Broadway near Sixth avenue 
and the new club home will be ready for occupancy early in the 
year. The building has a fifty foot frontage on Broadway and a depth 
of 125 feet to the alley. It is three stories in height and the two 
entire upper stories will be occupied by the club. The building 
will cost, when completed about $30,000. 


Another club building—that of the Elks—was started during the 
past year and will be ready for occupancy within a few weeks. It 
is a handsome three-story structure and is located on Washington 
street near Sixth avenue. When completed it will cost in the neigh- 
borhood of $20,000. 


Among the church edifices upon which construction was begun 
during the year just ended was the United Presbyterian church 
on East Seventh avenue, the Methodist church and the Episcopal 
church. The first-named building is completed and the other two 
will be ready for use early in the summer of 1911. Taken altogether, 
the year 1910 was a notable one for the construction of public build- 
ings and churches in the city of Gary, the coming capital of the world 
of steel. 

During the present year it is expected the following buildings 
and improvements of a public and semi-public nature will be con- 
structed or placed under construction: Post Office Building, $125,000; 
Lake View Amusement Park, $200,000; New Mercy Hospital, $200,000; 
Gary Opera House, $75,000; South Side Shcool Building, $225,000; Pub- 
lic Library Building, $50,000. These are exclusive of hundreds of 
business blocks, dwelling houses, apartment houses and factories 
that are being planned for construction during the year 1911. 


MILLIONS FOR PUBLIC IMPROVEMENTS. 


At an outlay of approximately $2,000,000, Gary, which is only four 
and a half years old, has constructed thirty-two miles of paved 
streets, thirty-four miles of cement sidewalks and twenty-four miles 
of sewers, while plans involving the outlay of several hundred thou- 
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sand dollars for street, sidewalk and sewer extensions are pending 
before the board of public works, and $100,000 in contracts for streets 
and sewers have been let that are not yet commenced. 

When Gary was founded in 1906 the town site was destitute even 
of a bridle path. Since that time more than half a million dollars 
has been expended in pavements and sidewalks alone, where four 
years ago there was nothing but swamps and sand dunes. Nearly 
sixteen miles of streets were paved during the past year and side- 
walks constructed which, if placed in a straight line, would reach a 
distance of ten miles. During the same period more than two miles 
of sewers have been added to the present main system and the work 
of sewer construction is still proceeding. These extensions drain 
swamps and morasses that are now inhabitable sections of the town- 
site. On Dec. 31, 1909, the city engineer in his annual report esti- 
mated the improvements that had been made in the city since its 
organization as a village at $1,545,000. Since that time fully $500,000 
has been expended in pavements, sidewalks and sewers, making a 
total outlay for such improvements since the founding of Gary, more 
than $2,000,000. The improvements extend two miles beyond the 
limits of the city, for last year the outlaying suburbs were built up 
so rapidly that the outlay was deemed necessary by the city authorities. 


STREET EXTENSIONS AND IMPROVEMENTS 


During the year improvements were made on Tenth, Twelfth, 
Thirteenth, Fourteenth, Sixteenth, Seventeenth and Eighteenth ave- 
nues, Massachusetts street south of the Little Calumet river and north 
of Ridge Roard, Van Buren, Jackson and Pierce streets, Twenty-sec- 
ond and Twenty-third avenues, Adams, Jefferson and Tyler streets, 
Georgia street and Broadway from the Pennsylvania Railroad to 
Twenty-fifth avenue. These improvements do not include the im- 
provement of Broadway from Twenty-fifth avenue to Ridge Road 
nor the construction of the steel and cement bridge across the Little 
Calumet river on Broadway, which improvements were made by the 
county commissioners at a total cost of something like $50,000. Nor 
does it include the improvements on Fifth avenue and other streets 
that were made by Gary Land Company at a cost of more than 
$100,000. In Tolleston, which was annexed to Gary during the last 
year, First street is being improved at a cost of over $100,000 and 
petitions have been presented for the improvement of several other 
streets in the Tolleston territory. Sidewalks extending from Twenty- 
fifth avenue to Ridge Road, a distance of two miles, are now under 
contract and will be made early in the year. In addition to the 
above improvements made by the city, the Gary Land Company con- 
structed five miles of streets during the last year. All the streets 
in the First subdivision, which is owned by the Gary Land Com- 
pany, are now paved and a majority of them are improved with 
cement walks and trees planted between the sidewalks and the 
curb. One of the most important of the street projects is the opening 
and improvement of Fifteenth avenue from the Clark Road to Ham- 
mond. It is the intention to make Fifteenth ave. a boulevard between 
Broadway and Hammond, a distance of ten miles. The improvement 
between Clark Road and Hammond will be made by the board of 
county commissioners, and will make a short-cut motor route between 
Gary and Chicago. 
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SOCIAL STANDARD IS HIGH. 


Gary in its industrial and civic aspect presents a wonderful field 
of study for the close observer of twentieth century conditions, but 
the social side of the city is not less deserving of attention and 
praise. With a full quota of churches and schools it is not surprising 
that the social standard is high and that much more than ordinary 
attention is paid to social requirements in a community the members 
of which were, until a very short time ago strangers to each other 
coming hither, as they did from every quarter of the United States— 
indeed from every corner of the world. There is probably not a 
secret or fraternal organization in existence in this country which 
has not a strong organization in Gary, while the number of social or- 
ganizations of almost every nationality and description is beyond 
compute, unless one were to take a census of the same. Gary has 
in the short space of four years passed beyond the “frontier town” 
period and has become in reality a city of homes, a city of churches 
and schools, a city of social life such as one might properly expect 
to find in such uplifting and virile surroundings. To be a citizen of 
Gary is naturally to become a member of one or more social civic or 
fraternal organizations, all of which are conducted upon broad and 
liberal foundations, each seeking to make the stranger within the gates 
feel that he is at home and among friends. 

There are probably more than fifty social clubs and societies in 
Gary and they all find plenty of work to do in addition to providing 
social divertisements for the members. The women of Gary are essen- 
tially social in their disposition and there is not a day or night when 
there is not something “going on” in social circles. Several of the 
churches make special endeavor to get in touch with the army of 
young men and women who are constantly arriving in the Steel 
ae and it is pleasing to know that these efforts have borne good 
ruit. 


GARY’S STEEL INDUSTRIES 


Ground was broken for the Gary steel mills June 1, 1906, and up 


America, with a Capacity of 165,000 tons of steel per month, an axle 
mill, merchant mills, bar mills, tin plate mills, bridge works, an 
immense coke oven Plant, a complete railroad system, a modern 
harbor and a fleet of ore vessels which transport the iron ore directly 
from the mines to the mills. 

In addition to the above equipment and subsidiary plants it is 
planned to construct locomotive works, tube works, car works and a 
large steel wire mill. The Universal Cement works, owned by the 
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Construction of subsidiary plants and in the extension and improve- 
ment of existing plants, making a total of $100,000,000 spent in mak- 
ing Gary the greatest industrial city in the world. 

The plans of the corporation embrace the construction of sixteen 
blast furnaces and eight floor open hearth furnaces. Of these, eight 
blast furnaces have been constructed, three open hearth furnaces 
completed and a third is under construction. Space for ten more 
blast furnaces has been allotted and there is really no limit to the 
extensions which will be made from time to time as the call for iron 
and steel demands. 

During the past year the axle mill with a capacity of from 10,000 
to 12,000 tons a month, was completed and put into operation. This 
is the only large axle mill west of Pittsburg in this country and 
in itself is a large sized industry for the ordinary manufacturing town, 
giving employment to a large number of men. 

Five merchant mills are in constant operation. One of them turns 
out 10,000 tons of 18-inch plate a month and another 8,000 tons of 
14-inch plate. These two mills were completed during the last year 
and are in constant operation, giving employment to a large number 
of skilled operatives. There are two merchant mills producing 12- 
inch plate and another mill producing 10-inch plate. The capacity of 
each of the 12-inch mills is 5,000 tons a month, and of the 10-inch mill 
4,000 tons a month. 

Early in the present year the Mammoth Universal] Plate 16-inch 
merchant mill will be completed and placed in commission, adding 
largely to the number of skilled workmen employed by the steel 
corporation. Contracts have also been awarded for the construction 
of the tin plate bar bills which are to supply material for the 
American Sheet and Tin Plate Company’s Gary Plant, now in course 
of construction. The big bar mill will make bars rolled ten inches 
in width and one and one-half inches in thickness, sheared to the 
length desired at the tin plate mills, where they are rolled to the 
desired thickness for tin. The bar mill will produce 800 tons of tin 
plate bars a day and this supply will all be consumed by the Gary 
Tin Plate Plant Works. 

The rail mills at the Gary plant of the steel corporation produce 
4,000 tons of steel rails a day. The billet mill, which was placed 
in commission last year, has a capacity of about 3,500 tons a day. 
The eight blast furnaces, when in full operation, produce about 100,0000 
tons of pig iron a month. The three open hearth furnaces, when in 
full operation, turn out about 160,000 tons of steel every month and 
may be pushed to 180,000 tons. The exclusive use of the open hearth 
process for making steel in Gary has resulted in a marked increase 
in the productive capacity of the plant as compared to the output of pig 
iron, placing Gary considerably ahead of the plant at South Chicago 
in the monthly output of steel, and fully equal at the present time 
to the Homestead Plant of the Carnegie Steel Company. When all 
the furnaces are completed the Gary Steel Mills will be by far the 
largest in the world. 

The new power house authorized by the steel corporation early 
last summer, will be completed and placed in commission during the 
present year. The present power house contains seventeen gas en- 
gines giving a total electrical production of about 51,000 horsepower, 
while the new power station will contain six gas engines whicb 
will add about 20,000 horsepower to the electrical production. Other 
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gas engines will be added as the steel plant is extended and addi- 
tional mills constructed. 


GREAT COKE OVEN PLANT. 


The great coke oven plant, which has been under construction 
during the last year, is rapidly approaching completion and will be 
placed in operation early in the present year. They will furoish 
a full supply of coke for ten blast furnaces, in addition to supply- 
ing gas for the entire steel plant, including the subsidiary plants in 
Gary and vicinity. Within a very few months no more coke will be 
shipped to Gary from the coke regions of Pennsylvania and West 
Virginia. When the coke ovens are in full operation they will re- 
quire about 5,000 tons of coal a day and will give employment to about 
1,500 men. The by-product gas from the coke ovens will supply gas 
for the heating of steel for rolling in all the various mills of the 
local plant. The gas will be carried to them through mains three 
feet in diameter and the present gas producers will become idle. 
In addition to the coke and gas produced for consumption by the 
local plants, there will be produced millions o fgallons of tar, large 
quantities of ammonia sulphate and enough illuminating gas to light 
all Chicago and the entire Calumet region, as well. Twelve hun- 
dred men were employed during the last year in the construction 
of the coke oven plant, which consists of eight batteries of ovens, 
each battery containing seventy ovens, making a total of 660 ovens. 
When fully completed the plant will contain 1,120 ovens. constitut- 
ing the largest coke making plant in the world. The process by 
which coke is made at the Gary plant is entirely different from 
that which has been in use in the Pennsylvania coke regions. The 
batteries are lined up on either side of an area through which passes 
a railway track. At the rear of the batteries are openings and the 
coal which is crushed to the size of small screensings or slack, is 
dumped into the ovens from the top of the battery. The coal is never 
allowed to come into contact with the flame which plays around the 
oven but which does not enter it. The result is distillation of the 
contents, the gas escaping through the top of the oven into a pipe 
which carries it to the gas tanks and the tar falling into another 
carrier which leads it into the by-products house. The coke is pushed 
through the front of the oven into a waiting car and transported 
to the screening house where the various sizes are assorted on 
screens. The gas, tar, ammonia sulphate and cyanide, all of which 
are by-products of the coke ovens, are afterward purified to what- 
ever extent is necessary, much depending upon their future use. 


AMERICAN BRIDGE WORKS. 


One of the greatest of the subsidi: lants of th 
mills is that of the American Bridge Gang which line baa a 
construction during the last year and which is now in operation, 
turning out structural steel for the market and employing a large 
force of both skilled and unskilled labor. The work of construction 
on this big plant was begun April 14, 1909, and was pushed at record- 
breaking speed so that the works may be able to supply the structural 
steel for the many other structures which the steel corporation is 
erecting in Gary. Although the first two units only have been com- 
Pleted, the plant already stands second to the Ambridge, Pa. plant 
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in size and capacity among the plants of the country; and when the 
third and fourth units are completed Gary will be able to boast of 
the largest structural steel making plant in the world. 


The American Bridge Works are located on a tract of 220 acres 
of ground two miles west of Broadway on the north bank of the 
Grand Calumet river, which will be spanned at that point during the 
present year by a handsome steel bridge, connecting the works by 
way of Ambridge street, with Fifth avenue and First street. The 
Fifth avenue line of the Gary & Interurban railway will be extended 
to Ambridge street early in the present year. A force of 500 men 
have been engaged for eight months in the construction of the plant. 


The first and second units of the plant consist of bridge shops 
No. 1 and No. 2. Shop No. 1 is completed and the work of con- 
struction on No. 2 is so far advanced that it is expected that the 
shop will be placed in commission early in the summer of the pres- 
ent year. The buildings constructed during the last year, some of 
which have been completed and others nearing completion, consist of 
two bridge shops, one bending shop, one forge shop, one machine 
shop, one rivet-making shop, one oil house, one store house, one 
power house, shipping and receiving yards and an office building, 
the latter costing $75,000. The plan of the company is to complete 
the first two units in every detail and then fabricate the steel on the 
grounds for the construction of the third and fourth units. Heavy 
structural steel is used in the construction of all the buildings, there 
being a large number of beams and girders weighing from 28 to 
40 tons each. 

The office building faces the south, overlooking the Grand Calu- 
met river and is set in the midst of a natural park, the natural beau- 
ties of which have been preserved. The front, extending to the 
river’s edge has been terraced in a series of grassy steps. One of 
the features of the grounds is a baseball park and tennis grounds for 
the use of employes. 

Just across the Grand Calumet river, south of the plant, the 
forests are being cleared away, the hills graded down and 300 houses 
are being erected for the employes of the company. The site occu- 
pied by these houses lies directly west of the First Subdivision and 
is reached by Fifth avenue, which has been extended to Ambridge 
street. The houses are modern up-to-date structures, built for the 
higher class of workmen employed in the bridge plant Fifth avenue 
is being extended as far west as Clark Road and is the main route to 
the bridge works. When fully completed the American Bridge Works 
will give employment to between 4,000 and 5,000 men. When it is 
remembered that the American Bridge Works is only one among 
eleven main and subsidiary industrial plants established at Gary by 
the United States Steel Corporation, one can easily realize the im- 
portance of this city as the premier industrial city of the United 
States. 

The receiving yard, the bridge shop, the finishing mill and ship- 
ping yard constitute the first unit and adjoining these structures on 
the west are the mills and shops of the second unit. Both are con- 
nected as one large mill, although the second unit is a replica of the 
first. The third and fourth units will be erected in the same man- 
ner, adjacent to the present works on the west and these, too, will 
be connected with units one and two. Bridge mill No. 2 will be placed 
in commission early in the present year. 
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GARY TIN PLATE PLANT. 


The plant of the American Sheet and Tin Plate Company, which 
is subsidiary to the Steel Corporation, will be in operation early 
in the spring of the present year and will be one of the most im- 
portant of the steel industrial industries in the United States. When 
in full operation the plant will employ several thousand men and 
alone will constitute a city of considerable size and importance. 

The site of the sheet and tin plate plant occupies a site of 200 
acres of ground on the lake front 4,000 feet west of the western 
boundary line of the steel plant proper, the intervening space being 
allotted originally to the American Steel and Wire Company. It has 
developed, however, that the tin plate works will need the entira 
space and the steel and wire company will be forced to go west 
of the tin plate plant for its location. 

More than a thousand men have been engaged for several months 
upon the work of construction and every effort has been made to 
complete the first units of the plant so that operation might begin 
as early in the present year as possible. The middle of June saw 
the site of the plant a bed of concrete, much of which was sunk 
into the sand to a depth of twenty feet. To the south of the plant, 
which borders Lake Michigan, north of the Kirk yards, extend for 
1,336 feet a series of concrete piers, constituting the foundation for 
the immense steel structure which forms the principal mill in the 
plant. The plant of the tin plate company consists of a series of 
steel buildings in which tin is turned out in all conceivable shapes 
and designs. These buildings resemble long train sheds. There are 
five or six of them from 500 to 1,336 feet in length and from 50 to 
150 feet in width, stretching in all directions, but for the most part 
at right angles with each other. Everything is steel, nothing but 
steel. 

The sheet mill comprises fifteen separate and distinct depart- 
ments in separate buildings, but all of them connected with each 
other. The plate and jobbing mills comprise ten separate depart 
ments operated in different buildings which are likewise connected. 
Thus the entire plant, costing several million dollars, is practi- 
cally under two giant roofs containing millions of square feet of 
corrugated roofing. Altogether there are twenty-three big buildings, 
as follows: 

Sheet mill department:—Warehouse, galvanizing, pickling, black 
plate storage, assembling, annealing, pickle finish, cold roll, long 
bar storage, hot mill, blacksmith, machinery, electrical and bar 
storage building. 

Plate and Jobbing mills:—Slab storage, 
bing mill furnace, plate open annealing, 
transfer, building shear room and warehouse. 


The bar storage building, which is 1,336 feet 
feet in width, while the shear room is 580 feet in ton onan 
wide. In addition to these buildings there is an office building lo- 
seed bs a ses ret of the western limit of the steel company’s 
plant and immediately nor 
a ag iy th of the offices of the Elgin, Joilet & 
The American Sheet and Tin Plate Company, 
Land Company, another subsidiary to the steel cor 
ing 200 concrete houses and apartments for i 


plate mill furnace, job- 
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work of constructing these houses and flats was begun late iu 
the autumn of 1910 and they will be pushed to completion as rapidly 
as possible in view of the fact that several thousand men will be 
employed in the tin plate mills during the present year. Thes2 
buildings are located in the northwestern portion of the First subdi- 
vision, north of Fifth avenue and west of Madison street. This is 
the first instance in which so many houses have been constructed 
of concrete. If successful, of which there seems to be no doubt, 
several hundred additional houses will be constructed of the same 
material, which can be obtained in abundance from the cement plant 
at Buffington, Gary, which plant also belongs to the steel corporation. 


GARY’S GREAT CEMENT MILLS 


It may not be generally known that Gary has the greatest cement 
manufacturing plant in the United States, or that it is the property of 
the United States Steel Corporation and forms one of the string of 
giant industrial plants which occupy seven miles of the lake front 
in the city of Gary. The fame of the Universal Portland Cement 
Company is known throughout the entire country and the largest 
cement plant of the corporation is operated at Buffington five miles 
west of Broadway within the city of Gary. 

The Buffington plant is already one of the biggest in the coun- 
try but at the present time the company is spending $4 500,000 in 
new buildings, equipment and machinery for the manufacture of 
still more cement for which there is a constantly growing demand. 
The expenditures made last year and which will continue during the 
Present year, will double the capacity of the Buffington plant which 
will then represent a total outlay of something like $8,000,000, con- 
stituting an industrial plant such as would make any ordinary city 
famous, but which excites but ordinary interest in Gary where ona 
hundred million dollars is being expended by the United States Steel 
corporation in constructing and maintaining one of the greatest con- 
geries of industrial plants the world has ever known. 

The cement works in Gary consist of four plants, the daily out- 
put of which approximates 25,000 barrels of Portland cement a 
day. Over 200 carloads of this cement is being used to make the 
exterior walls for the houses which are being constructed at the 
present time by the Tin Plate Company in Gary for the occupancy of 
its employes. Plants No. 3 and 4 contain kilns with a capacity of 11,000 
barrels of cement and a combined storage capacity of 710,000 barrels 
Plants No. 6 and 6 have sufficient capacity to bring the total daily out- 
put to approximately 25,000 barrels a day and give the entire plant a 
storage capacity of nearly 2,000,000 barrels. 

The Buffington plant, which is one of Gary’s show places, is 
another example of modern industrialism which converts all by- 
products into profit. The slag from the steel company’s furnaces at 
Gary was formerly dumped into the lake for filling purposes, but 
now it is used in the manufacture of cement, to build sidewalks, 
houses, streets, and other things in the construction of which ce- 
ment is used. The cement manufactured at Buffiington is composed 
of limestone and crushed furnace slag, the latter being the product 
of the Bessemer furnace of the steel company. The limestone and 
slag are first crushed and fed into gyratory furnaces, after which 
they are mixed in the proper proportions and passed through mills 
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which complete the process of pulverization and amalgamation. The 
er a is aha piaaed thruogh the calcining furnaces and again = 
through crushers after which it is mixed with a certain amount o! 
gypsum and again ground and then put into sacks for the market. 

About two thousand men are engaged at the Buffington works 
Most of these men are foreigners, who live in Indiana Harbor at 
present because of the scarcity of houses in Gary, but who will be- 
come residents of this city as soon as houses can be constructed for 
them. This number of employes will be largely increased in the 
present year upon the completion of the additions that are being 
made at the plant. When in full operation the Buffington plant will 
give employment to over 4,000 men and will then be one of the 
largest labor-employing industries in the country. The new plant 
will be in operation some time during the present year. 


GARY BOLT AND SCREW WORKS. 


Ground was broken in the latter part of 1910 for the construction 
of the plant of the Gary Bolt and Screw Works, a branch of the 
Pittsburg Bolt and Screw Works, and the site has been thoroughly 
drained by the construction of a scientific sewer system. The site 
of the Gary Bolt and Screw Works consists of about twenty acres, 
of ground in the eastern part of the city adjacent to the site of the 
American Locomotive works and it is planned to have the plant in 
Operation before the end of the present year. The Gary Bolt and 
Screw Company is one of the first independent plants to be con- 
structed in Gary, the principal stockholders being Pittsburg men. 
The plant will be a big customer of the Steel Corporation, however, 
and the latter was instrumental in securing its location in Gary. 
When completed and in full operation, the Gary Bolt and Screw 
Works will employ from 1,200 to 1,500 men. 

It is expected that construction work will also begin during the 
present year upon the plant of the American Locomotive Company in 
the eastern part of the city and there has been some talk that the 
National Tube Company will also break ground for the construction 
of an immense Gary plant immediately east of the steel Plant during 
the present year. Both of these companies are subsidiary to the 


Steel Corporation and when in operation will employ several thou- 
sand men,

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CITY CIVIL ENGINEER'S REPORT 


Report of the City Civil Engineer, 1910 


To the Honorable Board of Public Works, 
City of Gary, Indiana. 
Gentlemen :— 


I beg leave to submit to your honorable body the following an- 
nual report of the Civil Engineering Department for the year 1910 
the same being a report of the amounts, kinds and costs of the var- 
ious public improvements executed under the directions of the de- 
partment during the year, the expenses for the department for the 
year, and an invoice of the equipment, records etc, of the department. 


Also the report shows a summary of all work done previous to 
the year 1910 by the City and by private contract, with additional sta- 
tistics and information of general interest.

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General Information 


Gary has included within its corporate limits 31 square miles 
of territory, its greatest length being 7 miles from east to west and 
7 1-2 miles from north to south. The area has been increased during 
the year by about 10 1-2 square miles, having annexed the Towu 
of Tolleston containing 5 1-2 miles, also 41-2 square miles lying south 
of the Little Calumet river and about one half square mile of other 
contiguous property. 


As to topography, the city is traversed from east to west by the 
Grand Calumet river about one mile south of Lake Michigan and by 
the Little Calumet river about four miles south of the Lake, the in- 
tervening territory consisting of sand ridges with depressions be- 
tween, the elevation above Lake level varying from 20 feet to 70 
feet. The Little Calumet river runs through a broad marsh or valley 
a mile or more in width, the elevation above lake level being from 
12 to 18 feet. South of the Little Calumet river the sand ridges rise 
to an elevation of 100 feet while the intervening depressions have an 
elevation of about 40 feet. 


The soil consists entirely of sand in the higher portions and is 
easily graded and makes an excellent foundation. 


Of the 31 square miles, several are being held in reserve by the 
Steel Corporation for future industrial developments, while six square 
miles have been subdivided, making about 36,000 building lots. 


The total mileage of all streets is 151, of which 36 miles have been 
improved with first class city pavements, also in addition to these 
pavements the city has 19 miles of stone and gravel macadam roads. 
making a total of 54 miles of roads and pavements, 


The City has to date about 25 miles of sewers, the system being 
at present a combined system that provides for both sanitary and 
storm water sewage; later, however, a sewage purification plant 
will be constructed which will take care of all sanitary sewage. 


The year 1911 will be the greatest in the history of Gary as to 
the amount, extent and importance of public improvements, and will 
at least double and possibly treble any preceding year. 


On the first contracts that were let by the Board of Trustees in 
1907, difficulty was had in getting bids, on account of the undevel- 
oped condition of the country, difficulty of hauling materials through 


the deep sand, and uncertainty of the value of street improvement 
bonds. 


The first streets and sewers were built in the woods, the trees 
being cut and right of way graded through sand hills and across 
sloughs in order to get a roadway to haul materials, the prospect 
not being an enticing one either to contractors or bond buyers. 


Now, however, Gary has so thoroughly established herself that 
her improvement bonds are as good as any in the state, and always 
aaa ee market, and as roads and Pavements have been con- 
structed in all parts of the city, the hauling of materials is 
difficult.

It is safe to assume that with the Sewage disposal works and 
with streets and sewers that may be petitioned for within the first 
half of the year, the total cost of improvements for the year will 
amount to at least one million dollars. 


While Gary has paved a mileage of her streets equal to about 
one third the paved mileage of each of the following cities: Min- 
neapolis, Memphis, Denver, Jersey City, Omaha, Atlanta, Richmond and 
Seattle, this work has all been done in four years, and under a town 
government for three years and under a fifth class city form for 
one year, making proper organization for carrying on the work dif- 
ficult. 


The total cost of Engineering and inspection, office work etc, to 
date on all work done by the City amounts to 3.4 per cent of the 
total cost of the work. 


In most cities the precedure in building streets has been first 
to grade and make a passable roadway, later graveling or macada- 
mazing and when the street has become well built up, to construct 
a modern pavement on the foundation which has been thoroughly 
consolidated by traffic. In Gary, however, it has been necessray to 
construct many pavements immediately, which is very well on solid 
ground but which does not give the best results on marshy or 
filled ground, as there is more or less settlement and consequent de- 
terioration in such cases. 


However such a course could not be well avoided at the beginning 
as pavements of a modern character were necessary for the very 
rapid building up of the city, and for the development of the outly- 
ing property. The Engineer has recommended that in all sparsely 
settled districts a macadam pavement be laid, which can be done 
for less than half of the cost of a so called Modern Pavement, and 
for little or no more than the cost of a six inch concrete foundation 
for a modern pavement, and that the macadam pavement be treated

with some modern road oil or tar preparation, and that five foot side- 
walks be built, thus making a very good street which will last under 
light traffic many years, and if the property so develops that a better 
pavement is necessary, this macadam pavement will make an ex- 
cellent foundation for a more modern pavement and the total cost of 
the same will not be much in excess of the cost of building same 


at the beginning, and the work will be much more stable.

THE ENGINEERING DEPARTMENT 


The department was created by the Board of Trustees of the Town 
of Gary on August 18, 1906, the present incumbent being appointed 
Town Engineer, and opening up the office October Ist, 1906. 


At that time there was not an improved street, sewer or draiu, 
large portions of the town consisting of sand ridges and sloughs, 
impassable except for a few sand trails through the woods, Hobart 
Road coming north on what is now Broadway and turning west on 
25th ave, being the only improved country road within the city lim- 
its. In this wilderness enterprising real estate men had laid out 
hundreds of acres into subdivisions of “town lots” many years be- 
fore, making their plats in most cases from maps at the county seat 
and very seldom having an actual survey made, with the result tuat 
many of the plats were decidedly inaccurate, in that the plats did 
not conform one to another, and the various streets, boulevards, and 
alleys laid out through the woods in the different subdivisions were 
in many cases not co-terminous, each owner laying out his property 
in such manner as to get the greatest number of lots. 


The department at once set about to procure the official plats 
on record of all subdivisions and to locate the streets on the ground, 
having much difficultly in interpreting vague descriptions, and in dis- 
tributing surplus and shortage, which occurred in nearly every case, 
as well as the physical difficulties of making a way through the al- 
most impenetrable swamps and jungles. By the process of vacation 
and condemnation some of the worst discrepancies were adjusted. 


The first office of the department was a space 8x12 feet in the 
office of the old Police Station, which served until the spring of 1907, 
when one of the school houses near 4th. and Broadway was pre-empted 
and used until September when school started, and there being very 
few office rooms to be had a friendly real estate man kindly offered the 
use of a small room over the Bormann Saloon at 10th. and Broadway, 
where the work was carried on until the first of the year 1908, when 
the office was moved to the Knotts Building at the corner of 7th and 
Broadway, where it remained until the City Hall was completed, when 
permanent quarters were moved into Nov. 8, 1909, 
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Since the department has been in the City Hall, it has installed 
and maintained a very complete system of records, keeping a file of 
the proceedings of all public improvements, a record of all bids and 
other information pertaining to same; also a very complete record is 
kept in atlas form fo all street improvements, sewers, gas, electric 
light, telephone, and water mains conduits, etc., so that information 
can be obtained at any time regarding any improvement of any char- 
acter public or private, in the public streets or alleys, also the office 
has compiled a large plat book showing all subdivisions etce., and is 
now compiling an atlas showing the location of all buildings, which 
can be easily kept up to date by taking information off the permits 
issued in the Building Commissioner's office. 


The present office has a large vault, equipped with the most modern 
steel furniture and filing cases of special design, also has modern 
drafting tables and other equipment. 


The Board of Trustees of the Town of Gary and the City Council 
have shown commendable foresight in purchasing such equipment 
and making it possible to start a system of records such as will be of 
such great value in later years, and which are so seldom met with 
in public offices of this kind. 


The department is equipped with a Fairbanks cement testing 
machine, and a Hayden Brick Rattler for testing paving brick, which 
makes it possible to determine the quality of the materials most 
used in street work at any time desired, and which has been of great 
value during the past year in keeping up the quality of materials. 


The inspection of all sewer connections, that is to say house 
connections is under the engineering department and no connection 
can be made unless the inspector is present. 


ORGANIZATION 


The organization consists of the City Engineer, who is appointed 
by the Mayor and works under the direction of the Board of Pub.ic 
Works, and the following assistants: 


Chief Inspector, who has charge of all inspection of all materials and 
work and to whom all inspectors report for instructious 
and who has charge of daily reports. 


Chief Draftsman, who has charge of making all plans for work, esti- 
mates therefor, and who is responsible for files in the 


vault, and for statistical and other general office work 
and the keeping up of the records. 


Inspector of Sewer Connections, who inspects every connection to the 
City sewers and sees that persons making such connection 
have proper permit and that work is done properly; also 
has charge of all repairs to city sewers. ;

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Inspectors, Street and Sewer, are to remain on work in hand at all 
times when so directed, and report to the Chief In- 
spector, to whom they are directly responsible, and are 
required to see that all materials and work come up to 
the standard. Each inspector is furnished with a printed 
set of instruction. 


All employes turn in a time slip daily showing the amount of 
time spent on each job, so that the time may be distributed correctly 
to the various jobs. 


Each inspector turns in a daily report on a printed form showing 
the amount of cement and other materials used, and the number of 
men on each kind of work, so at the completion of the job a very 
accurate estimate of the cost of the work can be computed, also the 
daily reports show whether the proper proportions of the various ma- 
terials are being used, and also serve as a record of the progress of 
the work.

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Deaths During Year 1910 


Brick G. Lundberg was taken to Mercy Hospital suffering from 
typhoid fever November 14, 1910, in care of Dr. J. A. Craig and wr. 
T. B. Templin, and died there December 12, 1910. 


Injuries During Year 1910 


Thomas George was injured while returning from an alarm of 
fire September 21, 1910, by mule running into Auto Hose Company 
No. 1. His arm was fractured and he was injured internally. He 
was taken to Mercy Hospital and remained there until September 24, 
1910. He reported for duty September 24, 1910. 


Luke A. White was injured in company quarters in the Central 
Station December 9, 1909, while sliding down pole, his right knee 
cap being broken. He was removed to Mercy Hospital and remained 
there until March 30, 1910, reporting for duty on the same day. 


Michael Rafferty was injured while on duty at alarm of fire by 
glass falling on his arm and hand, December 19, 1910. He re- 
ported for duty December 21, 1910, 


Frank Van Marlen was injured while on duty at a fire December 
23, 1910, by a fall he received on the street, his right arm being 
broken and fractured. He reported for light duty December 23, 1910. 


Recommendations 


I would respectfully suggest that in the near future we organize 
and equip one hose company and one truck company to be located 
in the vicinity of First street and Fifth avenue. 


I also suggest that new and permanent quarters be provided for 
Hose Company No. 2, the location to be decided upon later. 


I would also suggest there be a new Hook and Ladder Company 
and Hose Company organized and equipped, to be located in the south 
part of the city, the location to be decided upon later. 


1 also recommend that there be purchased at once an automobile 
chemical chassis with a one-hundred gallon chemical tank that will 
respond to all fires in the City of Gary. At the present time there 
is a large portion of the city that is not provided with water and a 
chemical apparatus of that description would be valuable.
